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422 BUSHELS OF 
POTATOES RAISED 
ON MURREN FARM 


Demonstration In Value 
Of Different Ferti­ 
lizers Shown To 
150 Farmers 
Present. 


One hundred and fifty farmers, who I 
attended a potato demonstration on 
the farm of Mrs. Rose Murren, near 
McSherrystown, 
Tuesday 
afternoon, 
were convinced that Adams county 
can grow potatoes. 
Ten rows duff from a special acre 
produced 6,678 pounds of 
potatoes, 
equivalent to 422 
bushels per acre. 
There were 6 Vi acres in the Murren 
stand. 
• 
The acre was check-measured by 
Nicholas Schmitz, ajrronomy special­ 
ist at State college, and County Agent 
Walrath, of Carroll county. 
The plot 
was IOO feet wide and 435.6 feet long, 
requiring 38 rows spaced 30 inches 
apart to make an acre.

James 
I. 
Devine, 
Conewago township; Mr. Schmitz and 
Mr. Walrath supervised the tabula­ 
tions and weighing. 
As a result of her achievement, Mrs. 
Murren, a widow, 
with 
eleven chil­ 
dren, will receive the 400-bushel club 
gold medal of the state potato grow­ 
ers' association. 
Up to the time the 
potatoes were dug, Mrs. Murren spent 
$136 an acre. 
The 
present market 
price of potatoes is $1 a bushel. 
The 
fertilizer 
checks 
were 
also 
weighed at the demonstration and re­ 
vealed valuable results for farmers, 
Mr. Underwood pointed*out. 
With lo 
tons of manure applied to each acre 
and a 
green 
manure 
crop 
plowed 
down, the fertilizer with at least 2 
per cent of ammonia produced a far 
better yield than any other formula, 
according to the county agent. 
In this field, 1,000 pounds of 16 per 
cent 
acid 
phosphate 
was 
applied 
broadcast and 600 pounds of mixed 
fertilizer was placed in each row. The 
fertilizer comparisons follow: 
Six hundred pounds of acid in a row 
produced 333 bushels per acre; 600 
pounds of 0-12-5 fertilizer in a row 
produced 377 bushels; 600 pounds of 
2-12-4 produced 428 bushels per acre, 
and 600 pounds of 2-8-5 produced 418 
bushels per acre. 
In another part of the field which 
could not be compared with these 
tests because of different soil condi­ 
tions, 4-8-7 fertilizer produced 418 
bushels per acre. 
P. R. Taylor, head of the state bureau 
of markets, and 
his assistant, 
Mr. 
James, in charge of the inspection of 
fruits and vegetables for this section 
of the state, gave talks and a demon­ 
stration on grading and marketing of 
potatoes.

Ultimate rights-of-way for 200 ad­ 
ditional miles of State highways have 
been determined by the State High­ 
way department. 
Secretary of High­ 
ways James 
L. 
Stuart 
announced 
Tuesday that detailed plans showing 
the width reserved for road purposes 
have been forwarded to engineers to 
be filed with recorders of 
deeds in 
counties affected. 
The 
plans cover 
thirty-two road sections in twenty- 
two counties. 
The widths vary from 
80 to 120 feet 
excepting 
in 
some 
towns. 
“The tremendous increase in traffic 
has necessitated 
a 
comprehensive 
planning which will 
provide for a 
maximum right-of-way width of 120 
feet,” Secretary Stuart said 
in ex­ 
planation. 
“Although the present registration 
of motor vehicles totals slightly more 
than 1,540,000, it is expected that in 
the next ten years motor registrations 
in Pennsylva nia will 
increase

than 2,500,000 vehicles.”
